How the Hugh Animal Is Taught Various 

Circus Tricks. 
Although, the elephant is not a 
carnivorous animal, says London An- 
! swers, he is dangerotii at times. If 
I you want to teach an elephant to 
stand on his head, you have to be very 
! careful. Chains are placed round his 
I hind quarters, and he is thjtn hoisted 
by ou,: v- itito the air ofteu enough 
for him 1 understand what is re- 
quired of him. To teach these bulky 
creatures to pose is very difficult. 
One well-knowi) position is one ele- 
phant standing with his forepaws on 
the lundquarters of another, while 
he flourishes his trunk in a theatrical 
atitude. To teach him to do this you 
first have to pass a chain round his 
neck and another round his trunk. 

The assistants haul away on the 
neck chain until the animal begins to 
choke. Naturally, he rise* on his 
hindlegs in order to be able to breathe. 
Then the trunk cable is hauled on, 
and the elephant, on whose back he 
is to place his forepaws, is hacked un- 
der them. Curiously enough, ele- 
phants dislike this treatment, and 
often, after a severe lesson, will at- 
tack their teacher. 

If you wart a waltzing elephant, 
you will have to engage a number of 
strong assistants, who will push the 
elephant round, some at cither end 
of \he great beast.
